Few Catholics realize the mis- 
givings and the inhibitions which 
crowd the minds of most non-Catho- 
lics at the very thought of going 
alone to the home of a priest.

Father Vincent F. Holden, 
C.S.P., who opened the first Catho- 
lic Information Center in New York 
in 1943 tells of a lady who went as 
far as the rectory four times but 
could not get enough courage to 
climb the steps and ring the door- 
bell. ‘The fifth time she succeeded. 
But after ringing the bell, her heart 
started pounding and her hand be- 
gan to tremble. She turned and fled. 

Yet when the Information Cen- 
ter was established, this same lady 
had no misgivings about walking 
right in and asking for instructions. 
Why? Because with its large store 


‘window, the comfortable reading 


room was clearly visible from the 
street, and it was as easy to enter as 
any other store in the block. Inci- 
dentally, she is now a devout and 
zealous Catholic.

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Communists Still War on God 


Il. Extinetion in Balkans 


RT. REV. MSGR. MAURICE S. SHEEHY 


One of the least known episodes in the headlong at- 
tempt of Soviet Communism to throttle Catholicism in the 
satellite lands is reflected in the Balkan states of Rumania, 
Bulgaria and Albania. The exposure of Communist persecution 
of religion in this region is important for three reasons. First, 
the Communists adopted a technique aiming at the utter de- 


struction of the Church as soon as possible in contrast to their 
more deliberate tactics in the other satellites. Secondly, the 
Catholic Church in southeastern Europe is in the minority, 
following behind the Orthodox Church and the Muslim faith. 
And thirdly, it was in Rumania that a courageous American 
priest, Bishop Gerald Patrick O’Hara, now Apostolic Delegate to 
England, and Bishop of Savannah-Atlanta served as Papal 
Nuncio from 1946 to his expulsion on 72 hours’ notice in 1950. 

Rumanian Catholicism is a rich blend of east and west 
where both Catholics of the Latin Rite and Catholics of the 
Oriental Rite (Uniates) give allegiance to the Bishop of Rome. 
The two Churches in union with Rome (Continued on page 6) 


mation Centers to secure the infor- 
mation desired. Such Centers are 
‘naturals’ for the millions of out- 
siders who have heard so many 
strange things about the Catholic re- 
ligion and who would like to know 
the truth if it were made easily ac- 
cessible to them. 

That this is so, is evident from 
the large number of converts won in 
all such Centers. During the first 
year Father Holden received 42 con- 
verts. Then the number mounted to 
62, then 110, and then 120 in 1947. 
During those last three years 139 
fallenaways were reclaimed. In the 
first four years an army of 31,865 
visitors received helpful information. 

Perceiving the urgent need that 
the Center in New York was meet- 
ing, the alert Archbishop of Boston, 
Most Rev. Richard J. Cushing, in- 
vited the Paulist Fathers to open a 
Catholic Information Center on Park 
Avenue opposite the historic Boston 
Common. The response was immed- 
iate and overwhelming. | 

The number of callers seeking 
to know more about the Catholic 
faith was so large that it was neces- 
sary to organize the inquirers into 
groups for systematic instruction. 


The annual number of converts rose 
to the 100 mark, then to the 200 total 
and is now reaching the 300 mark. 
Not less gratifying is the large num- 
ber of fallenaways who are annually 
won back to the devout practice of 
their holy faith, 

So great have been the demands 
made upon the Center and its staff 
that it has been necessary to under- 
take the building of a much larger 
structure. At the suggestion of Arch- 
bishop Cushing, the new building 
will be called the Father Gillis Cath- 
olic Center in recognition of the lat- 
ter’s distinguished apostolate of 
preaching, lecturing and writing for 
more than fifty years. 

Probably no other priest in 
America wrote, week after week, for 
so many Catholic papers over such a 
long period of time as Father Gillis. 
Virtually every Catholic home was 
enriched with the products of his 
keen mind, big heart and gifted pen. 


‘Every Catholic is indebted to him, 


and he will be long remembered de- 
spite his recent retirement. 

Such Centers will bridge the gap 
that now exists between the Church 
and the millions of churchless peo- 
ple with (Continued on page 7)

VHERE IS THE BLESSED SACRAMENT? 


1, Upon entering a church, we ought first to venerate Christ 
resent in the Holy Eucharist. But often churches have many 
hapels, Which of them is the one that holds the Blessed Sacra- 
pent? 

2, As a matter of fact, the Blessed Sacrament is not neces- 
prily kept at the main altar, One beautiful tradition would have 
kept often in the chapel of the Blessed Virgin—isn’t it Mary to 
hom we owe Jesus’ presence among us?

Proptr often use the phrase, “He goes to church,” 
when they mean that someone is a Christian. Speaking of 
a Catholic, they might better say, “He goes to Mass.” 


The reasons why people go into church are many 
indeed. Some go because they find it “educational.” They 
pull up in their cars, park, and come in. Phey look all 
around, admiring the sculpture and the beautiful stained- 
glass windows. Miss Miller, on the other hand, comes to 
church to pray to St. Therese, and maybe light a vigil 
candle. Smith, the lawyer, who people say is quite a 
thinker, comes to church when there are no services 
going on, and stays by himself for a long time in the 
darkest corner of the church. What does he do this for? 
Apparently he finds our church a good place for thinking. 
Maybe he even prays, in his own way.—Indeed, for a 
Pg ma it takes more than going to church. It takes going 
Oo Mass. 


After all, we don’t have churches for the purpose of 
sheltering the statue of St. Therese or vigil lights. Church- 
es aren't built to give thrills to art-lovers. Nor to be just 
a place for quiet meditation. 


No doubt, all these things go on in churches. None 
of them is out of place there. It is quite true that the cere- 
mony of consecration—or the lesser one of blessing— 
makes a church a sacred spot. It is true that churches are 
beautiful and deserve our wonder. But everybody knows 
that there is a time every day, every week, when our 
churches are particularly alive—the time when Mass is 
being celebrated, especially Sunday Mass at the high altar: 


Then the church is no longer a place of silent refuge, 
it is a scene of action, action of the gravest importance. 
A great drama is being enacted, in which the salvation of 
the whole world is at stake. 


Bread and wine are consecrated in order to re-enact 
the sacrifice of Christ upon the cross. The people who have 
come together have come, not just to look, nor even to 
adore. They have come to act, to take part in this great 
action by praying, singing, receiving Communion. At 
Mass in our church Christ offers Himself to His Father 
and sacrifices Himself for the salvation of men; the men 
who have already been saved by baptism enter fully into 
this offering and this sacrifice. God is glorified, He is given 
thanks, men’s sins are expiated, their petitions are pre- 
sented to the Father in Heaven—all this with a perfec- 
tion, an intensity, a power beyond compare; for it is 
Christ, in the midst of us and our leader, who offers, peti- 
tions, glorifies, gives thanks, makes reparation... 


It is for the sake of this moment, this action, that our 
church was built. If the Blessed Sacrament is kept in the 
tabernacle, the reason is to prolong the presence and the 
adoration that was begun at Mass. If the church is fur- 
nished with beautiful statues and windows, it is because 
the Mass should have a fitting background. If people pray 
here during the day, it is because prayers said here follow 
in the pathway made by the sacrifice of Christ. 


There are many objects in our church that we hold 
in veneration, but the chief of these is the altar, at which 
Christ’s sacrifice takes place. You will notice how it is 
located at the highest point, where it can be seen best. 
The sanctuary has no other purpose than to be an espe- 
cially holy zone around the altar, where only ministers of 
the sacrifice may enter. The nave and transepts are de- 
signed to allow room for the people within sight of the 
altar, so that they can unite themselves to it by way of 
prayer, singing, and communion. Everything in our church 
points towards the altar. Our church was built around 
the celebration of the Mass. 


If our church is the house of God and the house of 
His people, this is only because it possesses an altar.” If 
we should go into a church to pray to a saint, with no idea 
of linking our prayer to the sacrifice of the altar, we are 
acting like idol-worshipers. People who use a church 
just for recollection and meditation, without thinking of 
Jesus and His sacrifice, might just as well go into a Cal- 
vinist temple, a Chinese pagoda, or, for that matter, a 
forest. 


When we enter our church, our first glance should be 
to the altar. That is where we should direct our first 
greeting. 


In some parishes there is a practice that, at least ence 
a year, introduces the laity to a better appreciation of the 
altar. On Holy Thursday, when the altar is stripped bare, 
they are invited to come up in procession, climb the steps 
to the altar, and kiss the altar-stone on which the sacri- 
fice of Jesus is offered for them every, day of the year.

longings that had spilled to the floor, The soft little arms 
curled around her neck trustingly. Alone again when the 
mother and child had left the bus, the darkest hour began. 

She got off the bus two stops before her home street, so 
she could spend time at church making the Stations. As 
always her mental anguish increased at the Fourth Station, 
but there she remained for a long time. Never had she 
known such poignant suffering. And then ... great relief 
... relief, as nearly as she could describe it, similar to that 
she had experienced after the hard birth of her only child. 
Only she knew it was not really physical relief at all. It only 
seemed so. 

At that moment a woman sitting in the shadows of the 
church began to weep softly. Marie finished the Stations 
and then went back to the woman, thinking she might be 
ill. Actually, she was a great sinner who had. been coming 
to church and praying for courage to make a confession 
covering many years. Surrender to God had come with the 
weeping. She asked Marie to tell the priest someone needed 
him badly in the confessional. 

Marie thinks Mary has taught her to help in the work 
of bringing forth souls in a kind of supernatural childbirth, 
or, rather, soul rebirth, during those moments of torment 
when she seeks Jesus on the Way of the Cross, and pauses 
with Mary, too, at the Fourth Station. Mary went forth to 
meet her Son and share His suffering that sinners might 
be reborn and some day reach heaven. Marie is contented 
now that she has this special kind of motherhood. 

“A woman about to give birth has sorrow, because her 
hour has come. But when she has brought forth her child, 
she no longer remembers the anguish for her joy that a man 
is born into the world.” It is so with Marie in her dark hours 
that pass, but not without bearing fruit. It is so with Marie 
in her work for souls, even as it is with physical mothers.

Then 
He gave them His very own 
power to teach, and to rule, 
and to sanctify people. He 
made His Apostles bishops. 

We see, then, that a bishop 
is a man who is to do Our 
Lord’s’ work of teaching for 
Him. He has charge of all 
the people in a certain part 
of a country or state, and he 
is their teacher. If there are 
so many people that the 
bishop cannot teach them all, 
then he gets priests to help 
him. But the bishop is the 
main teacher. 

In the same way the bish- 
op is the main leader or ruler 
of the people in his territory. 
When he needs help in doing 
the work of ruling he makes 
some priests pastors, so that 
they can be the leaders of 
the people in different parts 
of the territory. But the 
bishop is still the main lead- 
er or ruler there. 

Finally, the bishop is the 
one who is to do what is nec- 
essary to help the people be- 
come holy. He does this by 
giving the people the sacra- 
ments and by preaching to 
them. But, once again, there 
are usually so many people 
to take care of that the bish- 
op cannot do all of the work

Each record since the original has 
been a rehash. The melody is changed 
slightly and the piano, drum and sax then 
take over. 

“The artistry of this music cannot be 
stated, since there is noise. Noise for the 
sake of noise is not art, and music is defin- 
itley an art. Intelligence is not required to 


enjoy the strains of Rock and Rall. In fact, 


the absence of intelligence would be of aid 
to future students of Rock and Roll...”

NOT SO NOBLE 


A shockingly primitive world is the 
scene of Ayorama (Oxford University 
Press. $4.50), which Father Raymond de 
Coccola has written with the assistance of 
Paul King. Father de Coccola spent 12 years 
as an Oblate missionary among the’ Eski- 
mos of the Canadian Central Arctic, and 
now recites some of his experiences. 

In a realm of snow and ice, where 
vegetation is sparse and summer lasts a few 
short weeks, he lived with Eskimo families, 
in their igloos and on the hunting trail. 
Occasionally he got back to his base at 
Burnside or Cambridge Bay. But mostly he 
shared the existence of people whose 
spiritual convictions he was trying to 
fathom, in order to make a beginning of 
winning them to Christ. 

They had good qualities; They were 
hospitable, for example, and treated him 
quite kindly. But they were far from being 
the noble savages Rousseau dreamed up. 
Murder was commonplace among them. 
Girl babies were often strangled at birth. 
Wives were casually exchanged, pro- 
miscuity was the rule. Lying and stealing 
were admired accomplishments. Filthy 
habits abounded. Superstitions of an absurd 
sort held these people in a vise-like grip. 

Theirs was a hard life, a constant battle 
for mere subsistence in a fierce climate. 
They were fatalists, dismissing misfortune 
with one word, “Ayorama,” meaning 
“That’s destiny, that’s life, there isn’t any- 
thing anyone can do about it.” Feelings 


they suppressed; sentiment they never 
showed; they had to be as hard as their 
surroundings. : 


Father de Coccola makes no claim of 
having effected many conversions, or in- 
deed any save among the dying. But he did 
get to know this different and indeed fas- 
cinating folk, and his knowledge, fluently 
presented in a most readable book, is of 
unusual value and interest. 


FRANCIS’ WORLD 


Still another change of scene, and of 
time too, is offered in St. Francis of Assisi 
by Leonard von Matt and Walter Hauser 
(Regnery. $6.50). Mr. von Matt is the bril- 
liant Swiss photographer whose superla- 
tive pictorial biography, St. Pius X, ap- 
peared last year. Now he gives us some- 
thing comparable on St. Francis, with Fa- 
ther Hauser supplying the text. 

The new work does not have the im- 
pact of its predecessor for the inevitable 
reason that there are many photographs of 
St. Pius but none, of course, of St. Francis. 
Still, Assisi and almost all the other places 
associated with St. Francis have an elo- 
quence and almost a magic which, on sight, 
speak piercingly, of the little poor man. 

These Mr. Von Matt has photographed 
with breathtaking artistry. Plate after 
plate, in the 200 here reproduced, evokes 
in well nigh pulsing reality the world in 
which St. Francis lived. Its natural charm 
is caught by the camera, and the spiritual 
force Francis loosed in-it is more than sug- 
gested. The text, simple and straightfor- 
ward, supplements the pictures admirably.

Catholicism in Cuba 


Since we are going to be writing 
from Cuba, I think it would be good to let 
you know the situation of the Catholic 
Church in this island country. Cuba would 
be called a Catholic country, of course, and 
in one sense it is. Yet this isn’t the whole 
truth about Cuba either. 

A Catholic group at the University of 
Havana conducts a Bureau of Information 
and Propaganda and not long ago it made a

make. You can be reason- 
ably certain, therefore, 
that what this poll indi- 
cated is the true situation 
in this country. 

First of all, 72% of the 
people say they are Cath- 
olics. Only 6° claim to be 
Protestants and 19% say they have no re- 
ligion at all. The remaining 3° list either 
spiritualism, the Masonic Order or the Jew- 
ish faith. 

By .age groups, the largest percentage 
of both Protestants and those with no re- 
ligion at all are in the 18 to 25 age group 
Only 65% say they are Catholics, 24% say 
they have no religious faith and 9% say 
they are Protestants atholics make up 
i% of the 25 to 50 age group, 82% of the 
50 and above group. Protestants are only

5% of the total of the middle age group, 7% 
f the older age group. Those who have no 
eligion at all are 15% in the middle group. 
0% in the oldest group 

Racial lines are not strongly drawn 


in Cuba and yet there are those who are 
called Negroes and those who are whites. 
Protestants account for only 6% in each of 
these racial groups but 27% of the Negroes 
claim no religious faith at all! compared to 
14% of the white people. Catholics make up 
79 f the white total, 64% of the Negro. 

The women of Cuba are predominately 
Catholic—86% claiming this designation 
while only 18% say they have no religion 
and only 5% are Protestants. But among 
the men there are 29% who say they have 
no religious faith, 6% who are Protestants. 

By social class, there is another differ- 
ence in statistics. In the lowest economic 
class—and this means about 57% of the 
people in Cuba—the number of those with 
no religious faith is a startlingly high 25%. 
Those who are Catholics number 67° of 
the total, the Protestants 7%. 

In the lower middle class, which repre- 
sents 32% of the Cubans, 82% are Catho- 
lics, 9% have no religion, 7% are Protest- 


In the upper middle class, about 10% 
of the population, Catholics“make up 88 
of the total, 11% have_no religious faith and 
a scant 1 per cent are Jewish, Masons or 
perhaps Protestants. | 

In the upper class, an exclusive 1% of 
the nation, there are only Catholics. 

The educational breakdown is even 
more interesting. It is among the illiterates 
that Protestants have made headway. While 
only 42% of the illiterates in Cuba—that is. 
those with absolutely no schooling of any 
kind—are Catholics, a large 29% of them 
are Protestants. This is a small group of 
people,. about 4% of the total population, 
but it is In this group that Protestants have 
made their gains in Cuba. 

In the group with elementary school 
training—which is 69% of the group—75% 
are Catholics, 19% are of no religious faith, 
5% are Protestants. 

Among those who have had some high 
school training, about 20% of the popula- 
tion, 91% are Catholics, 4% are Protestants 
and a negligible group claim no religious

I think I understand the large number 
of Protestants in the illiterate clas< It 
because by and large the Protestant i 
sionaries have made their greatest efforts 
among these people. . 

We've driven around the countryside in 
Cuba and there are many smal] rural 
towns, too small to have a parish church but 
somewhere in the village you will fing 4 
Baptist, Methodist, Pentecestal or othe: 
Protestant chapel. Of course, these Pro. 
testant Missions are supported by U. S 
Protestants and so the missionary is not 
required to support himself. A Catholic 
parish would have to be self-supporting or 
supported from within Cuba and there 
simply aren't priests enough or funds 
enough to do this. The result is that the 
small villages are almost forfeited to Pro. 
testants sometimes. The isolated locations 
of these villages also keep the people from 
proper educational facilities and so the 
largest number of illiterates are to be found 
in these same small villages. 

It is unlikely the Protestant church wil] 
make any headway at all in either the up- 
per social or educational groups. There are 
groups much more likely to turn from al] 


the upper groups are likely to look upon as 
inferior intellectually. 

While a small percentage of those 
questioned listed themselves as Masons 
when asked for their religious affiliation, 
this is significant only in that some of the 
Masons recognize their group as essentially 
another religious group. It is certain that 
among those who called themselves Catho- 
iics, there were many who. are Masons— 
which, of course, they can not be and be 
practicing Catholics. 

In every town of any size you will find 
the inevitable Masonic Hall. Many of the 
early revolutionary heroes of Cuba were 
Masons and they are often honored and 
designated as Masons in the public parks. 
But the Masons in Cuba are a contradictory 
group. They are often violently anti-Catho- 
lic and yet they insist their children be bap- 
tized and reared as Catholics and they want 
them sent to Catholic schools. I'm sure ! 
don’t understand this group in Cuba but 
perhaps later I will to some extent.

Looking and Listening 


You’re The Boss! 


I WAS going to call this week’s 
wordage “How To Write a Letter,” but 
it seems a bit preachy. Besides, you ask 
doesn’t everyone know how to write a 
letter? Well, if you’ve ever seen any of 
the mail that comes into newspaper and 
magazine offices or radio, television and 
movie studios, you’d probably be amazed. 


People of high morals and good in- 
tentions, often upon witnessing some- 
thing they don’t like, 
pick up their pens, dip 
them in acid, and blast 
away at the people in 
the entertainment in- 
dustry with a zealous 
fervour that smacks 
more of crackpotism 
and wrath than of the 
charity and love the 
Founder .of their reli- 
gion used. And such 
vicious, unthinking 
letters usually 
reach the destination 
John Fitzgerald they deserve — the 

wastebasket. 

Why call this “You’re the Boss!” 
then? Simply because when it comes to 
the world of entertainment, it’s you who 
run things. Nuts! say you, preparing to 
turn the page. Is this guy naive or merely 
off his rocker? I’m busy in a kitchen or 
office or store all day. I’m not running a 
Hollywood studio or pattering up Madi- 
son Avenue. They’re the boys who run 
the entertainment industry, not me. I 
have no say in getting better quality en- 
tertainment for myself and family. 

Ha! say I, preparing to jump down 
your throat, you do! 

Entertainment is not only an art but 
it’s an industry. If a picture fails, or a 
comedian fouls, or a play flops, the rea- 
son is usually the fact that the public 
didn’t like it. What the public doesn’t 
like, it doesn’t support, and that’s it in a 
nutshell. Who is the public? You! 

But you'll get only the quality of en- 
tertainment that you demand, for those 
who cater to the public, have to give you 
stuff you'll buy or else go out of busi- 
ness. 

And they know what you'll buy by 
what you patronize and what your letters 
tell them about your feelings. 

But, since you’re dealing with fellow 
human beings, and not vast corporations 
(which are merely groups of individ- 
uals), it’s usually wise to remember St. 
Francis DeSales’ advice about catching 
more flies with honey than with vine- 
gar: In other words, make your letters 
friendly, constructive and firm. Ranting 
and raving only brings on a few chuckles 
from: the receiver who immediately 
classifies you Crackpot and nullifies any- 
thing valid you had to say. Try to dis- 
agree without being disagreeable.

Does this seem harsh? Here we have 
good people eager to help in bettering 
the moral and artistic quality of our 
looking and listening, and here I am 
saying the movement is silly. Let’s look 
at the possible reasons. 


_ If you’re really interested in better- 
ing entertainment, then, next to getting 
into the business yourself and encour- 
aging talented people of high calibre to 
do so, letter-writing is the best way. 
When you won’t attend their theatre, 
buy their beer or smoke their cheroots, 
the people in the industry want to know 
why. Letters do it. Why not Committee 
of One cards or mimeographed letters, 
or groups of letters with identical word- 
ing? Because they not only identify the 
senders as being part of a “pressure 
group” but are a lazy way of getting 
something accomplished. 

If you’re truly concerned with a pro- 
gram and wish to give the network, 
producer. or star a pat on the back or a 
slap on the wrist, then you'll take the 
few minutes’ time and 3c expense to 
write a short sincere letter (why not 
buy a handful of 2c postcards at the 
Post Office?) rather than checking off 
or filling in an already-prepared card. 

Just as you didn’t feel inclined to 
write a long personal reply to a cheap 
mimeographed letter that appears in 
your mail (and in the mail of thousands 
of others), so too, those who might 
gladly pay attention to your honest 
feelings (expressed charitably and in- 
telligently) will disregard your quickie- 
cards. 

Not everyone is acquainted with “the 
ideals and principles of the Legion of 
Decency.” In fact not everyone knows 
what the Legion of Decency is. Especially 
so in the television industry, since the 
Legion is concerned only with rating 
the moral effects of entertainment mo- 
tion pictures. 

The idea of Committee of One is 
great. But to actually be a committee 
of one, you'll have to do more than fill 
in a pre-printed postcard. You can’t 
change the world with a pencil check. 

Back in my home state of Massachu- 
setts women vote for Sen. John F. Ken- 
nedy. They cite his boyish good looks, 
wavy hair, charming wife and fine fam- 
ily. The menfolks sneer at their silliness 
and storm out and vote for him because 
of his education, war record (as a tor- 
pedo-boat skipper), ability and judge- 
ment. Thus he is elected. Now he’s writ- 
ten a book which has torpedoed its 
way onto the best-seller list. “Profiles in 
Courage” (Harpers. $3.50) tells of men 
in government whose integrity and love 
for truth and justice went beyond mere 
party lines of expediency. Some excerpts 
from these stories of men of principle in 
conflict are heading soon for TV drama- 
tization. Watch your papers for the list- 
ings.
